Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Hampton Falls, N. H.: 

Gentlemen.—I have the honor to submit herewith my second 
annual report and the second in the series of reports of the 
District Superintendents. 

The past year has been one marked by several important 
improvements in the service given by the schools of the town. 
Many of the recommendations of last year’s report have 
been put into effect, and only the lack of funds has prevented 
others from fulfilment. 

The painting of the West and South schools has added 
materially to their appearance; the lightning-rods placed on 
the three buildings have given additional safety and security 
to the pupils and the buildings; the cabinets mentioned in 
last year’s report have proved of great assistance in storing 
books and supplies, and in making possible their quick dis- 
tribution; the single adjustable desks and seats furnished the 
East building in the summer have made an appreciable dif- 
ference in the appearance of the room, rendered the discipline 
easier for the teacher, and given the children comfortable, 
hygienic seatings; the tissue towels and rack in the South 
school have been a welcome addition, making for greater 
cleanliness; the introduction of the new Tarr and Mac- 
Murry’s geographies, containing the figures of the last census, 
has remedied a defect and ensured the possession of the latest 
and most reliable geographical information; the purchase of 
new supplementary readers, such as the Art Literature and 
the Dopp Industrial series, European Beginnings of American 
History, etc., has helped to bring our equipment up more 
nearly to the demands of the reading courses of the program 
of Studies for Elementary Schools of New Hampshire. 

As noted last year in my report, the most serious losses 
are due to faulty attendance, the resultant retardation in 
scholarship, and the placing of all grades in one room, making 
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necessary short recitation periods and permitting the teacher 
but a small portion of time for the individual pupil. Briefly, 
the law intends to give every boy and every girl a common 
school education, for which a course of eight years is out- 
lined. Children between the ages of eight and fourteen are 
compelled to attend school all the time, unless disabled by 
illness. Any school district may extend these age limits, 
making attendance compulsory between the ages of six and 
sixteen. Children between the ages of six and eight, if once 
entered in the schools, must attend regularly. The parent‘ 
however, if he so desires, in the absence of any regulation 
of the school district, may remove such child entirely from 
the school until he reaches the age of eight years. The parent 
is under obligation to the state to educate his child in the 
common school branches, and a penalty for non-observance 
can be exacted. 

To reduce the annual loss sustained by the town on account 
of necessary and unnecessary absences, the Superintendent 
and the members of the School Board have endeavored by 
personal appeals to reduce the attendance of those absent 
illegally, but as to the necessary absences little improvement 
can be hoped for until some plan has been devised whereby 
the parents in the home can come into closer touch with the 
schools than at present. It is probable that some form ‘of 
medical supervision would go far to reduce absences due to 
colds and contagious illnesses, and aid the parents in remov- 
ing any minor physical defects. It is an efficacious means 
for stopping the spread of contagion and for conserving the 
health of the community. This is not an expensive under- 
taking, provided other contiguous towns feel the same need 
and are desirous to co-operate. 

The time schedule employed in the East School for more 
than a year, and discussed more at length in last year’s report, 
has resulted in removing some of the more objectionable 
features due to the crowding of children of all grades into the 
same room. | 

In point of discipline the three schools have during the 
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past year made a very praiseworthy record. A visit to these 
school-rooms will show that enthusiasm prevails, that the 
children are responsive and interested in their daily tasks. 
Naturally, the results are not as great as in schools where 
the time given by the teacher in presenting each subject is 
from two and one-half to five times as long. An average 
recitation in Hampton Falls is about eleven minutes in length, 
which means about nineteen hundred and eighty minutes 
given to the subject for a year, allowing for a school year of 
thirty-six weeks. This figure should be reduced somewhat 
in some branches, as time will not allow a recitation every 
day of the week, In a large number of towns and cities where 
the teacher has one or two grades, and the school year is longer, 
the average recitation period would be from thirty to forty- 
five minutes, and the time given to the one subject approxi- 
mately sixty-seven hundred minutes, or about three and 
two-thirds times as much as given in our town. To increase 
the handicap in some cases poor attendance gives the rural 
child only a fraction of the ‘“‘schooling”’ received in better 
graded systems. 

In the face of these facts we expect the boy or girl who 
leaves our schools to compete on equal terms with those 
from towns where there is greater consolidation. It might 
be well for us to consider whether we cannot find some prac- 
tical and feasible plan for giving the boys and girls of the 
town larger opportunities than at present, and realize greater 
benefits in return for the annual educational expenditure. _ 

The teaching of music in the East and South schools would 
be a welcome improvement and not a very expensive one. 
Music is now taught in a large number of towns, and has 
become a recognized feature of the school work. 

Civics, the study of how our country is governed, basal to 
intelligent citizenship and required by state law, has been 
pursued by such pupils as have done the work of the eighth 
erade. 

Some endeavor to improve the teaching of penmanship has 
been made, and further steps are soon to be taken to intro- 
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duce the muscular-arm movement now taught in the best 
schools elsewhere. The method requires the correct position 
of the pupil and rapidity and ease of execution as well. The 
time has gone by when we can place the copy in the hands 
of the pupil, leave him to his own devices, and expect “ writ- 
ing.” 

Attention this year has been directed to the most important 
subject of reading. Methods employed in some of the best 
schools of other towns and cities have been inspected and 
studied by the Superintendent and the teachers with a view 
to possible improvement in our own. Several devices have 
been prepared and employed. Pupils, who have attended 
constantly, should at the end of the fourth grade be able to 
pronounce accurately and read fluently. 

The Superintendent would respectfully recommend that 
water jars with covers and faucets be purchased for the schools, 
and parents be requested to provide drinking cups, preferably 
collapsible, for their children; that the Hast and West schools 
be furnished with the tissue towels and rack; that some dis- 
infectant be used at least once a week in each school building; 
that some maps and more blackboards be added to the equip- 
ment. 

In order that the parents may be better informed as to the 
courses pursued in the public schools, the superintendent 
plans to leave from time to time printed matter in the town 
library for their inspection. 

During the past year meetings for the -diseussion of pro- 
fessional subjects in education have been held in Hampton, 
Seabrook, and in this town. The object has. been to arouse 
the interest and enthusiasm of the teachers in the work they 
are doing. These meetings will be continued. through the 
spring term. A cordial invitation to the public to attend is 
hereby extended. For the discussion of special local problems 
relating to the routine work of the school-room occasional 
meetings are held. 

On account of tardy collections of taxes occasions arise 
when funds have not been available to meet current expenses, 
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especially the monthly payments to the teachers. To pre- 
vent repetition of such contingency, it might be well for the 
town to raise an additional fund of perhaps $200 and place 
it in a bank, subject to withdrawal only when necessary to 
meet such emergencies, with the proviso that the amount 
withdrawn be replaced as soon as collections are made. This 
is simply a suggested method by which the district treas- 
urer can always meet possible obligations, and also can en- 
sure the prompt payment of teachers. 

I desire to express my appreciation for the loyal and enthu- 
siastic co-operation of the teachers in carrying out the plans 
I have formulated from time to time; a Superintendent may 
plan, may criticize, may suggest, but the results can only be 
obtained by the faithful and cheerful performance of the 
daily tasks by the teachers. 

Acknowledgment is due for the considerate and helpful 
assistance of the members of the School Board, and for the 
hearty and encouraging support of parents and the public 
generally. |
